as straw is usually fed more freely than hay, 
the ani make up in quantity what it 
lacks in quality. Besides cheapness, straw 
also this to recommend it: That hay 
tends.to constipation of the bowels and straw 
does not. Animals free from constipation 
do better on the same amount of food than 
those afflicted with that malady. By notic- 
ing the difference in the consistency of the 
droppings of straw fedand hay fed sheep 
one can readily tell that- straw keeps the 
bowels in better condition, and while sheep 
so fed do well, it is evident that straw is the 
preferable shee fodder. In this way winter- 
ing sheep is reduced toa minimum. 


A Model Pig Shed. 

An Austrian stock grower has erected a 
pig shed which cannot easily be beaten for 
cheapness and practical usefulness.

In 1758 the Empress 
Catharine of Russia sent an emissary after 
him to the court of the Polish King. Late 
one evening, when the royal palace was al- 
most deserted, Catharine’s emissary snapped 
Bebe up and stuffed him into the pocket of 
his great coat. Bebe screamed so lustily 
that he revealed the plot to the guard at the 
door.. The emissary was arrested, and Bebe 
was rescued. Not long afterward Bebe ac- 
companied Stanislaus to the court of Louis 
XV. in Versailles, where he again narrow] 
abduction. A lady of the Frenc 
court had been holding him in her lap be- 
tween the courses of a court dinner. Sud- 
denly she ruse to leave the room. Her first 
step was accompanied by a shrill cry from 
the folds of her gown: ‘Your Majesty, 
your Majesty, this lady has stuck me in her 
pocket, and is running away with me.“ The 
voice was Bebes.

His honeymoon was hardly up when he 
died. Shortly before his death his clouded 
mind was wleared in a most remarkable man- 
ner. His memory, which had always been 
weak and after his marriage had vanished, 
suddenly returned. He recollected all the 
incidents of his early childhood, his mother’s 
face, which he had not seen tor fifteen years, 
and all the songs which had been taught him 
since his advent to court. Bebe was just 21 
years old when he died. His wife Therese 
survived him forty-two years.

Britain's Drink En. 


According to recent statisties from official 
returns the liquor bill of the United King- 
dom for the year 1889 was over ` 
000,000, an increase of more than . 
000,000 over 1888. Of this increase con- 
siderably more than two-thirds was spent 
for beer, a tolerably certam proof tnat the 
additional expenditure camo from the 
pockets of the workin The ave 
cost per capita of the liquor consumed 
the United Kingdom last year was about 
$17.50, a tremendous tax upon the health 
and comfort of the British nation. There 
is, however, a noticeable falling off in the 
drink bill of the United Kingdom compar- 
ing decade with decade. Between 1870 and 
1880, this bill was at no time less than 
$590,000,000 a year and in six of the ten 
years exceeded 70,000,000, the annual 
average being nearly $680,000,000, During 
the ten years from 1880 to 1890 there has 
been no other year when the expenditure has 
been as large as it was in TRAD, > 
000,000, and that year, the highest in the 
decade, is below the average annual "pu 
diture during the preceding ten years. The 
diference can be best seen in the average 
annual expenditure, which was only $625,- 
000,000 during the last decade as com. 
pared with the $680,000,000 a year of 
the preceding ten years. This ave re- 
duction of over 8 per cent n year on the 
grand total expended is really a very great 
gain when we consider the increase in pop- 
ulation that has been going on during all 
these a This for temperance is 
not full explained. Tt is always more 
easy to determine totals than to trace causes 
Doubtless much of it ip due 
work and to the gradhal — 
ment favoring self-control and moderation, 
but a much larger part of it was the result 
of the low and hard times that have 
been felt in some places in England during 
a part of this decade and that have made 
the working classes more moderate in their 
expenditures for this purpose. This is

He held a commis- 
sion in the Militia,signed by Lord Dorchester, 
then Governor of Quebec, and was in the

The Jersey Cew as la Cheese 
Maker. 


The Jersey cow is considered pre · emi - 
nently as a butter cow, with her most pro- 
fitable use in that direction, on account of 
the — 4 portion of cream contained in 
her milk. Coomera of cheese need not be 
told that its excellence d ds almost 
wholly on the quality of the milk from which 
it is prepared, as is further well indicated 
by the commercial terms of cream cheese, 
ete., according as the milk from which it 
was made may have been whole milk or 
skimmed and robbed of its cream. If the 
milk be 
equally so, and will grade according to its 
richness or deficiency in cream. Many per- 
sons are of the opinion that cream which has 
once been separated can never be so well 
mixed again with the milk that a portion of 
the fatty matter will not flow out with the 
whey, thus rendering the cheese less rich. 
This has given rise to some discussion as to 
whether rich Jersey milk can be profitably 
made into cheese without skimming. 

According to the late Professor Arnold, 
while the Jersey is emphatically a butter 
cow her milk is rich in cheese matter and 
can, without the waste of its buttery matter 
be converted into cheese as rich as English 
Stilton. Commenting on the above Hoard’s 
Dairyman says: Professor Arnold was 
speaking of new, warm milk, almost immedi- 
ately from the cows, when the solids are in 
the most perfect emulsion, and hence more 
of the 2 — of fat will be held by the 
rennet. With mixed milk brought to a 
factory once a day the case would be differ- 
ent.” Practical home cheese makers univers- 
ally agree that the sooner the milk is set for 
cheese-making after it has been drawn from 
the cow the more of butter fat the cheese 
will contain.
